Sec. 21-265. Scavenger sale; persons ineligible to bid
or purchase.

(a) No person, except a unit of |ocal governnent, shal
be eligible to bid or receive a certificate of purchase at
any sale wunder Section 21-260 unless that person has
conpleted and delivered to the county clerk a true, accurate
and conplete application for certificate of purchase which
shal |l affirmthat:

(1) the person has not bid wupon or applied to
purchase any property at the sale for a person who is the
party or agent of the party who owns the property or is
responsi ble for the paynent of the delinquent taxes;

(2) the person is not, nor is he or she the agent
for, the owner or party responsible for paynent of the

general taxes on any property which is located in the
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sane county in which the sale is held and which is tax
delinquent or forfeited for all or any part of each of 2
or nore years, excepting any year for which a certificate
of error issued under Sections 14-15, 14-20 and 14-25 is
pendi ng for adjudication; and

(3) the person, although otherwi se eligible to bid,
has not either directly or through an agent tw ce during

the sane sale or the i medi ately precedi ng scavenger sal e

under Section 21-260 failed to conplete a purchase by the

i mredi ate paynment of the mninumbid or the paynent of
the balance of a bid within the tine provided by Section

21- 260.
